jAccording to the dates on these pieces, Tiffany & Co., made 
the first silver specimens This has a plain back and is for 776 1/3 
grains, dated July, 1896, on the back is stamped Tiffany & Co.. These 
core with both large and stall letters. There are pieces with the sare 
wording but made from a different die, the letters being larger without 
any name on the exige. This is.the piece you ask about. I have been _ 
Siven to understand that these were put ocutcbyok. Jaceard & Co., of St. 
Louis, a firm no longer in existence. There is another firm there called es 
either the Jaccard Co., or Jaccard & Co., that must not be confounded . 
with &. Jaccard & Co., I much doubt whether they made this piece. 
Probably Tiffany made it for them. September 14, 1856 Tiffany issued 
another piece of 823 grains, having on the reverse a circle the ‘size of 
a silver dollar. Both of the Tiffany pieces have been restruck in recent” 
years, but can be easily told as they have a frosted or matt surface. 
The Gorham Wanufacturing Co., of Providence, now called the Gorham Co., 
issued a number of pieces, the first dated September 16, i806, containing 
| 823 grains, comes with plain reverse and also with a whet! reverse. In 
eae 1900 they issued another piece dated July 4, containing 870 grains. This 
| has on the reverse both a wheel and an inscription. They also issued an 
ingot 1 5/8 by 3/4 inches, September 4, 1900 with a large 16 to 1 on Gt.
